toxicologist said.

literary capitals. In 
.collaboration 


with Mrs. Ethelreda . Lewis, 
he 


wrote "Trader Horn" and entertain- 
ed England and America with fas- 
cinating.tales of his experiences with 
African natives. 


His travels began Jn 1871 when he 


left Lancashire for the ivory cosst. 


of West Africa on behalf of a Liver- 
pool steamship company. After as- 
sisting the company's agent to pro- 
mote the ivory and rubber trade, he 
at length developed Into the almost 
mythical 
personage 
of "Trader 


Horn" with a dozen sidelines. 


Among his activities were shooting 


elephants and lions, prospecting in 
the Kalahari desert of South Africa, 
diamond trading in 
Rand, washing 


gold at Cherry Creek, painting pic- 
tures In the southern part 
of the 


United States, and helping

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FRANCE AND THE MORA- 


TORIUM 


Enthusiastic acceptance of Presi- 


dent Hoover's plan for a moratorium 
of intergovernmental debts is appar- 


. ent in all countries except France. 


Outside of the United States, France 
stands to lose more than any other na- 
tion, for she expects to receive this 
year one hundred million dollars more 
from German reparations than she 
passes on to England and the United 
States in debt payments. This ap- 
plies as well to future years. 


Tf France approves of the plan it 


will be with reluctance. Should she 
refuse 
wholehearted acceptance in 


the same spirit of generosity and 
world cooperation with which the of- 
fer was made by the United States, 
she will lose many friends among the 
peoples of the world. 


The attitude of France is easy to 


understand. She is still obsessed with 
a war-mindedness which is neither- 
bellicose nor militaristic. Rather is it 
a fear of her future security which 
governs her actions. She does not 
easily forget the humiliation of 1871 
and the subsequent growth and con- 
tinued threat of a powerful neighbor 
armed to the teeth and seeking world 
.domination, until the storm broke in 
the fury of a war, not of her choosing, 
iought for four long years almost en- 
tirely on her territory, wreaking havoc 
and devastation. 


She remembers with vivid recollec- 


tion at armistice time the world's ex- 
pression of sorrow and sympathy, and 
the demand that Germany must make 
reparation. 
The French people "can- 


not visualize Germany as an object of 
commiseration and sentiment. She is 
fearful t^at the withholding of repa- 
ration jpynaents'now is merely open- 
ing the gate for future concessions 
which may eventually mean the es- 
cape of Germany from her war obliga- 
tions. And she pictures a German peo- 
ple all set and ready for a great indus- 
trial recovery and offensive the minute 
they are relieved of war debt burdens. 


There are so many difficult prob- 


lems to be considered in the maze of 
reparations and international debts 
and their relation to world economics 
that no nation can be justly criticised 
for giving careful consideration to the 
President's. plan. 


THE WOL-L- PLAN 


The suggestion of Matthew Woll, 


vice president of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, that we create a 
permanent industrial legislative body 
for industry "comparable to our dem- 
ocratic industrial structure" to adjust 
the parts of America's great indus- 
trial machine that they may mesh per- 
fectly to the avoidance of instability 
in employment and "the establishment 
of a balance between production, dis- 
tribution and consumption," has im- 
pelled the national civic federation to 
send out 500 letters to the business 
leaders of the nation inviting "a meet- 
ing for the purpose of acting upon Mr. 
Woll's suggestion. 


Said Mr. Woll: "We need to move 


with giant strides to put 6,000,000 
Americans to work, to start our ma- 
chinery, to take out of our national 
economy the awful loss or pain of too 
much or too little." 


The trouble with industry in Amer- 


ica is comparable to the trouble with 
agriculture. At times they both move 
without rhyme or reason, and certain- 
ly in a manner that cannot help in- 
juring their best interests. 


We have no means of persuading 


agriculture to cut down acreage ex- 
cept through education, neither have 
we any means of acting in a similar 
way with industry. 


When, due to some wholly artificial 


cause, some 
particular agricultural 


product goes up in price we may be 
sure that the next year and for some 
years thereafter the market wi41 be. 
flooded with it. And while industry 
cannot move as fast as agriculture in 
the matter of production it does fol- 
low the same general course, that is 
over-production and the consequent 
necessity of selling at a loss or giving 
the stuff away. 


Mr. Woll's suggestion is an intelli- 


gent one because made in knowledge 
of the limitations under our system of 


government. Without Stalin or Mus- 
solini compulsion is practically out of 
the question. 


But some industries and many addi- 


tions to those in existence would re- 


• main unbuilt were there .a more com- 
plete understanding by those most in- 
terested of the hurdles ahead. 


CELEBRATING THE FOURTH 
Every year—and in spite of so much 


that is done to prevent it—eyes, legs 
and lives are offered up with the joy- 
ful noise of firecrackers and skyrock- 
ets as our annual sacrifice on the mar- 
ble altar of freedom. We seem to ac- 
cept casualties on the Fourth of July 
just as armies expect them going into 
battle. 


Last year there were 12 deaths in 


the United States directly due to fire- 
works, to say nothing of thousands of 
injuries; in all more casualties than in 
either of the two preceding years. 


We have some rigid laws in this 


respect that were passed solely for the 
purpose of saving boys and girls, and 
their parents too, from destruction or 
mutilation.. 


•And these laws are sometimes open- 


-ly flouted solely for the purpose of get- 
ting as many dollars out of the busi- 
ness as is possible. 


The situation is one that is not easily 


dealt with because down deep in every 
boy is the irrepressible desire to make 
noise and the Fourth of July is wel- 
comed by boys everywhere as 
the 


great opportunity. 


The law knows what is better for 


the boys than the boys do. The par- 
ents know that the law is right. The 
weakness in the system lies not only in 
the wanton violation of the law by the 
seller of fireworks but in the weakness 
of the parent in giving in to the child 
or conniving at a violation of the law.

many — is about ready to conclude 
that "Big Bill" Thompson, his un- 
successful opponent in the April 
mayoral election, was the real win- 
ner. 


All of the new mayor's plans to 


place this city on a solvent, busi- 
ness-like basis, so far have met the 
same sad fate at the hands of poli- 
ticians. 
His latest scheme, for a 


two-weeks' payless vacation for -all 
employes, has hit the snag of coun- 
cil opposition, but to objections by 
union labor. 
The legislature, now 


adjourned, flatly rejected the Cer- 
mak program of financial reform, 


based on demands of bankers and 
business men. 
• 


To complicate • matters, taxpayers 


today had filed suit to have the 1929 
tax levy thrown out as "incomplete, 
illegal, fraudulent,- unrevised-and in- 
correct." Delinquent taxes for the 
past three years total • $170,000;000 
and the 1931 assessment has not yet 
been spread. 


The city government is-managing 


to scrape along, paying firemen, and 
policemen, by digging into special 
funds, and by borrowing against 
bond issue money. About $19,000,000 
is available from this source and 
Mayor Cermak believes that the gov- 
ernment can operate through the 
summer .months. 
There is 
some 


talk of a halt to all public improve- 
ments in order that the cash, can 
be on hand to meet payrolls. 


Board Is Broke 


.Meantime, however, the board of 


education is flat broke, with-teach- 
ers and civil service employes still 
unpaid after two months. They have 
over $9,700,000 coming to them with 
no real cash in sight. And while 
teachers are unpaid, taxpayers have 
appeared before the board of assess- 
ors |n a howling- frame of mind to 
complain about their levy. 


Governor Louis L.. Emmerson has 


told .local officials, that he will call 
no special legislative session to un- 
tangle the local mess until all offi- 
cials have agreed on a plan of ac- 
tion. 


There is evident a tendency to 


agree on some plan 
which would 


levy- taxes on- the basis of a per- 
centage ol assessed valuation.' A 
top limit would be set, according to 
one plan, at one and one-half 'per 
cent of the value. -It now is-about 
2i per cent. To take up the slack, 
a more strict application of persona] 
property taxes and an income tax 
is suggested. 


Mayor Cermak already has become 


dubbed the city's hardest working 
mayor. He has taken one stand af: 
ter -another In opposition to the .po- 
liticians of his own party as well as 
among Republicans. 
But with all 


of his own political ability he has 
been unable- to achieve the reformv 
of tax machinery which 
bankers 


have made the condition of their 
help to re-finance the city and get 
it out of the present state of near- 
bankruptcy.

New York—If we decide to go 


feack to first principles and use our 
surplus funds, If and -when we have 
any, to buy conservative bonds and 
high grade preferred stocks Instead 
of speculating in the market with 
them.it will be necessary to restate 
the fundamentals of sound invest- 
ment practice. 
Most of us have 


forgotten them, first because of the 
mania for common stocks which af- 
flicted us in 1928 and 1929 and, sec- 
ondly, because so many feel tney 
must recoup the losses 
sustained 


when that famous bull market col- 
lapsed and believe 
such recovery 


cannot be made by the slow and 
thnll-lacking- method of investing in- 
stead of speculating. 


And yet the paper 
profits tre 
made in that hysterical market were 
not kept and we would be better off 
today if we had never entered it. 
In the first place then there is nev- 
er any hurry about investing. The 
speculator often has to make quick 
decisions but the investor can take 
his time. In fact if he is to be suc- 
cessful he must take time. He must 
obtain all the facts or all the facts 
that are obtainable before he makes 
a commitment. 


To be sure there is no clearly de- 


fined line between investment and 
speculation. Perhaps as good a dis- 
tinction as can be drawn is to say 
that the motive in investment is to 
provide income with safety "of prin- 
cipal and the motiv&~in speculation 
is to make a profit by fluctuations 
.in prices. It is nothing against an 
investment that it has possibilities 
of price enhancement but that is 
not the first thing to look for. A 
speculator never objects if there is 
a return on the security he is car- 
rying in a speculative account but 
the return is a secondary considera- 
tion. Now no one can be assured of 
continuance of income ^n an in- 
vestment, nor of the repayment of 
the principal at maturity if it is a 
bond, or its sale in the market some- 
where-near the price originally paid 
if it is a stock, unless all the data 
pertaining to the issue concerned are 
gathered and patiently studied. If 
we lack the facilities to do this for 
ourselves we must find some- one to 
do it for us and even then we ought 
to check and recheck the data before 
we act.
